A meeting of persons interested in preserving the business of 
Overend, Gurney, and Co, was held at the London Tavern on Wednesday. 
Mr. Sheppard moved a resolution approving of the re-establishment of the 
company on certain safe and well-considered principles. He was of opinion 
that a good deal of the business could be kept together and that the institution 
ef such a discount company was a commercial necessity. A long and rather 
warm discussion ensued, and eventually a committee was appointed to 
determine what course should be pursued, 


At a meeting of the Metropolitan Board of Works held 
yesterday week some discussion took place in reference to the bills now before 
Parliament for improvements in the metropolis, and it was ultimately resolved 
“ That this board agreed to the proposal that the coal and wine dues should 
be continued for five additional ycars, and to the principle of an improvement 
rate, half thereof to be charged on the owners, and to be raised in the like 
manner as the property tax, and on these conditions is prepared to proceed 
with three improvement bills now before Parliament.” 


The Select Committee on the metropolitan gas bills report 
that they have found the illuminating power greater and the quality of the 
gas better in Manchester, Birmingham, Edinburgh, Plymouth, Brighton, and 
other large towns, than in the metropolis, and the price cheaper to the con- 
sumers ; that the purification of the metropolitan gas is imperfect, leaving 
an excess of sulphur, which is most injurious to health, pictures, metals, &c. ; 
that every company realises a dividend of 10 per cent, and that many have in 
addition paid large sume for back dividends and laid up reserve funds. The 
report suggests many improvements as to tests, district arrangements, and 
other matters, and recommends that the legal minimum illuminating power 
should be ncreased and the maximum price reduced. 


The Lord Mayor and Lady Mayoress have issued invitations 
to the tone oer og treasurers, and other principal authorities of the various 
Royal Hospitals, the members of the Court of Aldermen, and some private 
friends, to a banquet in the Egyptian Hall on the evening of Friday, the la 
of June.

The Law Courts resumed their sittings on Tuesday, when the 
health of Lord Chief Justice Cockburn was sufficiently re established to enable 
him to take his accustomed seat in the Court of Queen's Bench. An applica 
tion was made for a new trial in respect to an action for trespass and falee 
imprisonment brought by Mr. Gore against the Right Hon. Spencer Walpoie 
for having remitted the plaintiff from Bedlam back to the debtors’ prison, by 
an~fiicial order, while Secretary of State for the Home Department. he 
point raised for the plaintiff was that, having been wrongfully removed from 
the debtors’ prison by, Sir George Grey, and put into Bedlam, the next Home 
Secretary (Mr. Walpole) ought to have released him altogether, instead of 
sending him back to the debtors’ prison. The Lord Chief Justice said it was 
the most vexatious action he had ever heard of, and the Court refused a rule 
for a new trial.

TIMES OF HIGH WATER AT LONDON BRIDGE, 
FOR THE WEEK ENDING JUNE 2. 
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One of Milton’s stage directions is, “Here enters Ens, the 
father of the Two Predicaments, his sons,” On Monday night 
there will enter the House of Commons, for the first time, the 
Ens called a Reform Bill. Its pedigree, however, reverses the 
Miltonic arrangement, It is the child of two predicaments, 
One of them was the supposed necessity that Earl Russell 
should lose no time in recommending himself to certain 
parties by the introduction of a reform bill; the other was 
the damnosa hereditas of pledges given respectively by 
Liberals and Tories, We set out this family-tree with no 
unkindly intention—in fact, with the reverse. We cannot 
expect that the powerful Opposition party will see much 
cause for sympathising with or assisting the Government on 
apy considerations connected with the first point, They will 
readily admit that the Premier by accident could not have 
indulged in the masterly inaction for which Lord Palmerston 
was so famous. But they will reply to that plea in the spirit 
of the Judge to whom the thief pleaded that “a man must 
live"—*“I fail to see the necessity.” But in regard to the 
second point, we think that the Conservatives might take into 
account the fact that they themselves did not venture to think 
of retaining office without promising and without introducing a 
Reform Bill, and that the Earl of Derby's Government, there- 
fore, forged a new and a strong link in the chain which binds 
cach successive Ministry, “ bear-like,” to the stake. 


On Monday night, according to engagement, that which may 
now be called the Reform Bill will, we suppose, be presented. 
Mr, Gladstone's last concession to the feeling of the House was 
his undertaking to fuse the Franchise and the Redistribution 
Bills into one, That measure will be in a curious and unpre. 
cedented position, The House of Commons declared, by a 

| majority of five, that it was not necessary to have the whole 
scheme before it, and then the Franchise Bill was read @ 
second time without opposition, The Ministers, however, did 
bring forward their whole scheme, and the Redistribution Bill was 
reada second time without opposition. Now, the principle of both 
bills being admitted, are they to be sundered, and quis sepa- 
rabit? The Conservatives and many others have certainly a 
quarrel with the standard to which it is proposed to lower the 
franchise. On this they will probably give battle. At all 
events, their leaders, when they are heard outside the Houss, 
denounce this part of the measure as it stands; and, on the 
other hand, Mr. Bright urges the working classes to -insist 
on the Cabinet's standing by the bill, adding a menace 
(without which it seems impossible for some politicians 
to write or speak) to the effect that, if the standard bs raised, 
a new reform bill shall be introduced next year. He also 
apprises the working men that the superior classes rezard them 
as negroes are regarded in the Southern States of Amarica. It 
will not be Mr, Bright's fault—and we may not be d>ing him 
an injustice in supposing that such a result would not grieve 
him—if these indecent appeals to vulgar prejudice and inflam. 
mability should produce a reaction, and the insulted middle 
and upper classes should set themselves against a measure 
which is supported in so disgracefula manner, But we think 
that, in any circumstances, an endeavour will be made to induce 
the House to alter the proposed franchise to the small extent 
which moderate people believe will render the bill, not only 
harmless, but valuable, 

But as regards the mass of details which make up the redis- 
tribution scheme, it is hard to say what the House may or may 
not do. The apparent boon to the counties is pronounced 
illusory by those whom it has been sought to please, and there 
seems to be a grievance cropping up in every one of the 
localities which it is designed to deal with by the grouping 
process. From what Mr. Disraeli said, in the ablest speech 
which he has yet delivered on the subject, and from the echoes 
of his words that have been returned from the pro- 
vinces, it would appear that a grand, or, at all events, 
a persistent effort is to be made to impress the 
House and the country with the idea that the Reform 
Bill is opposed, not because reform is undesired, but because 
the measure is based upon blundering statistics, and is itself 
the offspring of haste, prompted by party necessity, not 
patriotism. This is no doubt a tangible ground of objection, 
but it is ground which can only be maintained by clear evidence, 
If the bill is to be put upon its trial, and every enfranchisement 
and every reconstruction is to be regarded as a count in an 
indictment, proved, and battled, of course, one can see no end 
to a process which, nevertheless, will be strictly Parlia- 
mentary, If we are to fight on the means by which every- 
one of the forty-nine seata is obtained, and then on 
the mode in which every one of those seats to be 
assigned, Mr. Gladstone may menace in vain with his non- 
prorogation, for human nature will be too strong for him, The 
House of Commons will melt away into the provinces ; and if it 
leave enough men behind to make a House and pass the bill, 
the Lords may be equally faithful, with greater ease, because 
avery few Lords left on the premises, with pockets full of 
proxies, will quietly transfer the bill into the category of things 
that were, We do not, of course, expect any such ridiculous 
issue ; but it would be the logical ending of as ridiculous a 
threat, 

But, if the leaders of party understand the true feeling of 
| the people of England in this matter, a manly and frank course 
of action will be adopted, The Government has now fairly set be- 
fore the House the conditions on which they think reform should 
be granted. We hope to hear from both the Earl of Derby and 
Mr, Disraeli as straightforward a statement, not only of opinion, 
but of intention, It is due to the nation—we do not mean 
those who stray from tormenting donkeys on Hampstead-heath 
to hear blatant speeches on Primrose-hill on a common holi- 
day, but we mean the great middle class—that the political 
chiefs should distinctly state what they are going to 
do, The Reform question itself has not had much 
interest for that class, although they are quite prepared 
to extend the franchise to the better order of artisan, and 
will welcome him into the political ring with perfect con- 
fidence, But an interest may arise which will not be precisely 
political, There are social interests connected with the regular 
process of Government and the exclusion of disturbance of all 
sorts. At this moment, when we are scarcely in breath after a 
monetary panic, and when it behoves all the mercantile world, 
and those connected with it, to be circumspect and economical, 
it is not the time for partisan politicians to be throwing Govern- 
ments into difficulties, and to be paralysing energies which are 
required for practical purposes. We adduce these remarks in 
much earnestness to the leaders of party, and we impress upon 
them that they may deserve public confidence much better than 
| by ever so successful a party campaign. This Reform Bill is by 

no means all that it should be, and we desire to see certain 
| amendments in it; but it is better than none at all, because 
none at all implies new agitations, complications, and inter- 
ruptions to public business. We should be glad to see the bill 
| amended and passed, But let the amendments be offered, as 
| the scheme is now offered—namely, in full, and let the pro- 
| posers stand or fall by them, and so bring the question to an 
| end, If, with the consent of all parties, a Committee were 
ordered to deal with it, in order to a new bill’s appearance in 
February next, that would be the best course of all. But let 
something be settled.

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SKETCHES IN PARLIAMENT. 

“ WANTED, 8 holiday!” is a somewhat continuous cry in that repre- 
sentative assembly which professes to do all and every the minutest 
legislation for this somewhat over-legislated country. Anyone who 
heard the eager cries of delight when one member, more anxious, if 
that were — than his fellows, demanded, long before and just 
before, if there was to be an adjournment over the Derby Day, would 
have supposed that the spirit of Mr. Squeers’s pupils was upon the rest. 
Again, see how impatient honourable gentlemen were to know the 
length of the Whiteuntide vacation ; and how, against all the efforts 
of the Government “whips,” who had orders to keep a House for 
certain necessary business, they succeeded in adding three or four 
hours to the recess by effectuating a “count-ont” on the last night on 
which the House sat. Now, however, all conventional holidays are 
over for the Session; nor day, nor week, nor fortnight, for Derby, 
Whitsuntide, or Easter, remains available, and to wok they must go; 
and one wishes them joy of the task of disentangling the complicated 
web of measure woven within measure which stands before them on 
the threshoid of the month of June. 

Since last this chronicle was written, an interesting matter or two has 
occurred which may well be set down. Notably, there has been a straw 
or so thrown up, which indicates some breezes coming from different 
quarters at the same time, anomalous as that may sound, on the 
second edition of the Reform Bill—that is to say, the questiun of 
redistribution of seats, which must in the main be a local and personal 
question, is likely to be as complicated as anyone could have expected, 
Some boroughs want more members; some sections of groups are 
declared to be altogether absurd in their arrangements; some con- 
stituencies, as large, or nearly, as the Tower Hamlets, want to be 
divided and quadruple-membered ; some places want to be enfranchised ;

WORKING MEN'S CLUB 
AND LODGING-HOUSB, WEST- 


MINSTER.

per a o! friends, a very useful little institution, for 
the comfort and improvement of the poorest class of the population of 
Westminster, was established in a small room in Duck-lane, near 
Strutton- on the south side of Victoria-street. It was the 
first attempt made in London at a working men’s club, as distinguished 
from a mechanics’ institute—a place of repose and recreation, opened 
every evening from six till half-past ten, on payment of a weekly 
subscription of one halfpenny, Six daily and several weekly papers, 
with some monthly periodicals, were provided, besides draughts and 
chess ; coffee and ginger-beer were supplied at cost price, no alcoholic 

being tted. Educational classes were held three times 

a week, and lectures, free to members and their families, were given 
every fortnight. A religious service (quite unsectarian) was also held 
for one hour on Sunday evenin A penny bank was opened three 
nights a week, and in six months from the commencement, a labour 
loan , enrolled by Mr. Tidd Pratt, was started. 

The proved so successful that it was necessary to enlarge 
the accommodation. Another room was built over the first one, and 
opened in December, 1861; the lower room was thus left free for 

coffee, or smoking; the classes, lectures, and

A Bible class was also held on Thureday evenings, the 
attendance being quite voluntary. 
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WORKING-MEN'S CLUB AND LODGING-HOUSE, OLD PYE-STREET, WESTMINSTER, 


In 1863, the accommodation having again become insufficient for 
its numerous members, an adjoining house was taken in, and the club 
entirely remodelled and improved, at a cost of over £500, and reopened 
in November, 1863. A prayer meeting was commenced in January, 
1864, at noon on Wednesdays, and the lectures were made free to the 
public. The entire management of the club and benefit societies has 
been placed in the hands of secretaries and committees chosen from 
the body of the members; the rules have been strictly carried out, 
and perfect order has been maintained. During the five years seventy- 
four lectures on interesting and instructive subjects, generally illus- 
trated by diagrams, models, or chemical experiments, have been 

ratuitously delivered ; twenty barrows have been ma and over 
£900 lent out by the loan society. None but members of the club 
can participate in the benefits of the societies—Miss Adeline Cooper 
acting as treasurer to them all. 

The demolition of Duck-lane, to make way for the progress of 
“the Westminster improvements,” has led to the erection, in Old Pye- 
street, of the pile of buildings shown in our Engraving, which consists 
partly of a working men’s club and partly of a dwelling-house to ac- 
commodate between fifty and sixty of those families who are in- 
eligible, from the lowness of their weekly wages or from their occu- 
pations, for any other lodging-house, Mr. Peabody's included, where 
none but men earning 18s. or 20s. a week are admitted. The new 
working men’s club was opened on Friday, the 20th ult., when the 
Earl of Shaftesbury, Sir Robert Carden, Mr. “a> Payne, the Hon.

The ventilation will be 
effected by an air-shaft, with an 
opening concealed near the ceiling, 
and also by every room having an 
open grate and double-hung sashes, 
All the floors are of iron and 
concrete, boarded over, and the lintels of strong bar-iron, no timber 
being used in the construction ; the stairs are of York stone, built into 
walls on both sides ; so that, as far as practicable, the whole is fire- 
proof. The building has been erected by Mr. Brass, of Chelsea, from

THE CORK AND MACBOOM RAILWAY. 

Tue Cork and Macroom Railway, a line of twenty-four miles, starting 
from a junction with the Bandon Railway, one mile from the city of 
Cork, was formally opened last Saturday, and has been opened for 
traffic this week. The country through which it passes is fertile and 

icturesque, and must ultimately produce a large agricultural traffic. 
The line has been constructed by Mr. Roynane in a most satisfactory 
manner, There are five intermediate stations, at which the train stops 
by signal. These, with their respective distances from Cork, are— 
Ballincollig, 63 miles ; Kilumney, 9}; Kilcrea, 18; Crookstown road, 
17; and Tooniskey, 204 miles. The length of the journey in time is 
an hour anda quarter. The fares are being only 3s., 2s., 
and 1s, 6d. respectively for first, second, and third class, between Cork 
and Macroom, with a fare and a half for first and second class return, 
and 2s, third class return, There are three trains daily, except on 
Sundays, when the early train is dispensed with. The goods rates are 
also very reasonable. The rolling stock is of the very best description, 
The i “have been built by the Ashbury Company, of Manchester. 
They are all of teak-wood ; roomy and convenient, ventilated, and 
abundantly lighted. The engines are by Dubbs and Co., of Glasgow.

her husband in a duel, of which that infamous woman herself was a 
spectator, disguised as a page and holding the horse of her paramour, 
afterwards retiring with him, 

Gallant and gay, to Cliefden’s proud alcove, 
The bower of wanton Shrewsbury and love. 

The house built by Villiers was one of red brick with stone dressings, 
having a noble terrace 433 ft. in length, with square wings and 

sweeping colonnades. It was burnt down, in 1795, by the carelesness 

of a maid-servant reading a novel in bed. In 1830, Cliefden was re- 
built by Sir George Warrender, of Loch End, from whom it was after- 
wards purchased by the late Duke of Sutherland. Another conflagration, 
in 1849, having destroyed the mansion erected by Sir George 

Warrender, the present magnificent structure was built by his Grace, 
the architect being the late Sir Charles Barry, whose design for the 

centre is said to have been suggested by that of Inigo Jones for 

old Somerset House. Our Illustration gives a view of the south front 
and its terrace, as seen from the lawn beneath, It is expected that 
the Queen will remain at Cliefden about ten days, 


TORMENTOR, THE WINNER OF THE OAKS, 
Tuk blood of old Pocahontas has held its own again in the Oaks, as 
it did last y The winner, Tormentor, was purchased 
by “ Mr. ar” asa yearling in 1864, on Hampton-green, at the late 
Mr. Grevile’s sale, for the sum of 75 gs., the very day that La Dauphine, 
who was seventh on Friday, bore the top price, 1250 gs., at Her 
Majesty's. She is by King Tom out of Torment by Alarm, both of 
the latter no slight favourites with the public and Mr. Grevile in their 
day. Still, Torment was not a success as a breeder, and 180 gs. was 
ali she made to Mr, Waring’s nod, after Mr. Grevile died.

THE NEW IRON-CLAD FRIGATE, BELLEROPHON. 
T's splendid addition to our ironclad fleet has just completed all her 


trials for speed and sailing powers, and will, in a few days, be ready 
for sea. The steering of the Bellerophon during her cruise has been 
most satisfactory, the ship having answered her helm under all cir- 
cumstances with great promptitude and certainty. Under sail alone 
ehe is described as being surprisingly handy and efficient for a vessel 
with her proportion of rig to displacement. The ship now only wants 
her guns to make her complete as one of the finest as well as one of 
the most powerful and fastest iron-clad men-of-war in the world. Her 
present condition inboard is very creditable to Captain Tatham, his 
officers, and crew, 

The Bellerophon is built from the designs of Mr. E. T. Reed, the 
Chief Constructor of the Navy. She is 300ft. long, 56ft. beam, 
17ft. 3in. depth of hold, and 4270 tons burden, and is propelled 
by engines of 1000-horse power, built by Penn and Son, of Greenwich, 
and has achieved a speed of 144 knots per hour. Mr. Reed, in design- 
ing this ship, entered the field against the i ey ships of the 
Minotaur class, and has endeavoured in the Bellerophon to combine 
speed with handiness ; so that, while a ship should have the maximum 
amount of manceuvring power, she should be but little inferior in 
epeed to the ships of 380 ft. and 400 ft.in length. She is a bold, hand- 
some-looking, well-rigged three-masted ship, with a bow very much 
like that of a monster China clipper, and a stern as graceful as could 
be wished in the conical armoured finish of the after end of an ironclad. 
A nearer view of the ship discloses the nose of the submerged bow, 
which does not destroy the effect of the graceful sheer of the 
ship’s outline overhead. The Bellerophon has but about 100 ft. 
on cach of her sides c vith from below the 
water-line to her and is, sequently, for some 

on each si rmoured ship above he 
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side armour of the main battery of the ship inclosed in a space about 
100 ft. in length and the breadth of the ship by a 5}-in. armour-plated 
bulkhead thrown across the gun-deck at each end of the outer plating. 
Sitting in a boat alongside the ship, it is im ible to detect where 
the line of plating begins on the ship's hull or where it ends, so 
beautifully is the work finished. 

The lower masts of the ship are of iron, and all spars above them, with 
the exception of the three topgallantmasts, the mizentopsail yard, and 
the studdingsail booms, are of steel. The general smartness of the rig 
adds greatly to the outward appearance of the ship, Inboard, the ship 
appears to much greater advantage than when viewed externally. 
Those portions of the main-deck forward and aft of the central battery, 
where the officers and crew mess and sleep, are of unusual height, and 
have an amount of light and ventilation beyond that of any other 
ship in her Majesty’s Navy. The ship's battery occupies a central 
position between these two portions of the deck, and is entered by an 
ascent of two steps at each end from the mess-decks, The guns, ten 
12-ton wrought-iron 9-inch rifles, will be mounted in the battery, 
15 ft. apart, and will be trained by the machinery on Mr. Reed’s 

lan, which is fitted to each of the guns. The gear is somewhat 

eavy and costly, but it has the advantage of having none of its 
parts on the gun-deck except a radial arm of metal, which works in a 
slot underneath the gun-slide, and the six men who work it are placed 
with the working gear on the deck below the battery, out of all } se 
from the shot or shell of an enemy. In point of comfort to the crew 
the Bellerophon’s arrangement of her main-deck is immeasurably 
superior to that of the Warrior, Minotaur, and other vessels whose 
crews mess between the guns on the battery-deck. When the Warrior 
was in commission and the ship was coaling it could only be effected 
by rendering the mezs-deck dirty and uncomfortable to the crew. At 
quarters, too, the men’s messes were all capsized to give room for 
working the guns, and this was another piece of discomfort to the 
men, who were often heard lamenting the loss of the wooden frigates, 
which gave them a clear lower deck to mess and sleep upon, and kept all 
above that forduty. In the Bellerophon, the ship is coaled through the 
battery only, and the mess-deck is never disturbed or covered with 
coal dust. At quarters, too, her crew simply walk out of their messes 
into the battery. The men’s messes, therefore, under the new con- 
dition of things on board the ship, can be kept as permanently clean, 
dry, and comfortable as in the best days of the wooden frigate, and 
with an unlimited supply of air and light. In all the fittings of the 
frigate the old dockyard rules of “ ponderosity” of material, without 
any reference to utility, have been abandoned, and the eye can rest on 
nothing in which lightness combined with strength has not been the 
guiding principle.

THE WORKS FOR THE PARIS EXHIBITION OF 1867. 


THE vast plain of the Champ de Mars, the warlike name of which 
of itself suggests the military uses to which it has heretofore been 
applied—namely, the exercising and reviewing of immense bodies of 
troops encumbered with all their warlike paraphernalia—is now given 
up for a time to a purpose which is noe peaceful. The pick and 
the spade, the railway-truck and the hand-barrow, the civil engineer 
and the excavator, the worker in iron and the ordinary artisan, have 
got possession of this immense plot of ground, and are busily engaged 
in raising mounds, digging trenches, laying rails, rearing masses of 
masonry and brickwork, and, by the aid of a simple wooden scaffold, 
are lifting up monster iron columns from the ground and planting 
them firmly in the earth—rearing, in fact, a palace of industry which, 
in size and completeness, is to eclipse everything that the world has 
hitherto seen. To a non-professional eye the aspect presented by 
the Champ de Mars at the present moment is certainly a bewildering 
one. Nothing could be more irregular than the surfaceof the ground :

THE ZOOLOGICAL SOCIETY'S GARDENS 
ON WHIT MONDAY. 


THE number of persons who visited the gardens and menagerie of the 
Zoological Society, in Regent's Park, on Monday, was no less than 
86,573, which is the largest number ever admitted on any one day, The 
crowd at the gates, about three o’clock in the afternoon, became so 
great that the police had some difficulty in keeping order; but the 
good-humour of the ry ny ee Londoners and their count 

cousins is proof inst the discomfort of an entering crush on suc 

an occasion as a Whitsuntide visit to one of their favourite places of 
amusement, The scene within the inclosure, which is shown in ‘one 
of our Illustrations, was full of interest and enjoyment ; for the 
attention of the multitude was not engrossed so ye by the 
wonders of animated nature exhibited to their view in the dens, the 
stalls, the cages, and the ponds of the zoological collection, 
but that many of the younger folk, spreading themselves carelessly 
over the lawns of the garden, found more — diversion in the 
sports and games most familiar to theirage. The only drawback on 
such pleasures was the want of sufficient space, for which reason, as 
well as to avoid the risk of injury to the plants and flower-beds, it 
might have been wiser for juvenile parties to refrain from the exercises 
of leap-frog, the skipping rope, and kiss-in-the-ring, until they had 
left the precincts of the Zoological Society, and could roam at large 
over the open ground of Regent’s Park. The quantities of orange- 
peel, torn paper, and broken glass bottles, too, with which the garden 
was strewed, also presented rather a disagreeable contrast to the usual 
trimness and neatness of the place ; and the glass was sometimes reck- 
lessly thrown about in a manner which seemed even dangerous amidst 
such a crowd of people, but it is not known that any serious accident 
ensued. The feeding of the lions and tigers, at four o'clock, was the 
greatest of the proper and legitimate attractions of theday. It was 
beheld with mixed feelings of delight and terror by the assemblage of 


| spectators—men, women, and children—who thronged the terraces in

FINE ARTS. 


EXHIBITION OF THE ROYAL ACADEMY. 

LANDSCAPE art appears as usual to have received but very secondary 
consideration from olongey 6 the ay = exhibition, all three, by- 
the-way, figure-painters. can little doubt that the greater 
difficulty of figure-painting, and, probably, the superior interest of a 
figure subject to most persons, should have due weight. Yet in nothing 
is the insufficiency of the space available in Trafalgar-square for illus- 
trating the national art of the year more obvious than in the com- 
aay insignificance which pe bears to other departments, 

few landscapes will meet the eye of the visitor who is content with 
inspecting works on or near “the line” (and indeed no others can be 
fairly examined), that it will be very hard for him to understand why 
the English school has the reputation, at home and abroad, of largely 
cultivating and acy excelling in that branch of art. Apropos of 
that perennial source of vexation, the hanging, we would remark that 
repeated examination has revealed many evidences of a desire on the part 
of the committee to do right, allowing for the extremely limited space 
left after satisfying the prescriptive right or rather claim, of the Acade- 
micians and Associates to the best p At the same time, we are 
confirmed in our first impression that the honour of the Academy would 
have been better maintained, and its influence—which of course should 
be exerted for the elevation of art—would have been better directed, 
if works of high aim and character had received the preference which 
seems to have been given to the many commonplace performances 
which meet the eye, oy in the first two rooms, on entering. 
The places assigned to picture by Mr. Armitage already reviewed, 
to Mr. Le Gros’ “Martyrdom of St. Stephen,” to Mr. Moore’s 
“ Shulamite,” and to the landscapes by Messrs. Mignot, Brett, and 
H. Dawson, are a few of those which discredit the taste of the hanging 
committee. As far as we can learn, too, a higher standard has not recu- 
lated the rejections—but only the same standard, we suppose, which con- 
tinues to exclude such artists as Messrs, Watts and Armitage from the 
Academic body. Among the pictures “accepted but not hung” is 
one (recently, and we believe still to be seen, at Messrs. Graves’s) by 
no less distinguished a painter than Mr. Charles Lucy. It is an 
historical picture representing the arrest of Hampden at the moment 
that he was about to embark for New England, and, although not 
one of that artist’s best works, presenting in the figures in the boat some 
strange disproportions from so experienced a painter; yet it is within 
the truth to say that, if all the pictures in the Academy were not be’ ow 
the same level, the character of the exhibition would be considerably 
raised. The exclusions appear, however, as on former occasions, to 
have fallen chiefly on the landscape-painters; but we trust to this 
cause is not attributable the absence of Messrs. J. M. Carrick, Naish, 
Inchbold, and other esteemed contributors of former years, 

We think it desirable to remind the reader that the works of some 
distinguished artista, who treat subjects combining figures with land 
scape, marine, and animal painting, have already come under notice, 
A tribute of admiration has been paid to Mr. Hook's masterly 

inting of the seacoast ; and we have noted that in two or three of 
bis subjects this year he has, after leaving the Cornish fishers for the 
cognate race on the coast of Brittany, sought novelty about the creeks 
and salmon-streams of Scotland—the land of yet another branch of 
It is allowable, however, to add the wish that Mr. 
Hook would further vary and enlarge the still somewhat restricted 
range of his subjects and effects, We have also already glanced at 
Mr, Ansdell’s landscape backgrounds to his characteristic Spanish 
pictures. We have likewise reviewed Mr, H. W. B. Davis's large and 
admirable picture of “ Spring Ploughing in Artois.”

A 
landscape by Mr. Anthony appears to have a quiet sentiment fittingly 
expressed in the title, “The ‘Peace of the Valley;” but as this is 
hung as a pendent to the last it cannot be fairly seen although 
inted with much less delicacy. Mr, Oakes’s “ Morning at — ~\ 
Maggiore,” is noteworthy for the originality of its sunlight 
effects ; but the painting is rather wantivg in one, and unity. A 
small picture by Mr. J. R. Lee, of a patch of bald hi , upon which 
a couple of donkeys are grazing, th a canopy of rain-cloud lifting 
to the sun in the distance, and aptly called “ Elfin Ground ” is noticeable 
for its utter unconventionality and very peculiarly weird sentiment. 

Nearly allied to the imaginativeness of the highest order of land- 
scape painting is a highly-descriptive indicative “style ;” because 
here, again, we have a noble human characteristic—i.e., the synthetic 
results of feeling, observation, and of generalised experience. Nearly 
all great artists have discovered, at some iod of their career, that 
more is to be done + suggestive and indicative means than by 
a rigid copyism, which must always lag infinitely behind nature— 
a fact which all young students, man ee eee in 
painting, Mr. Woolner in sculpture, and cien ——s 
observers (not to say critics) have still to learn. — the 

rominent examples in this exhibition of indicative style in 
Lodscape, are the works of the Mesers. Linnel ard of . 
Chester, The early and later works of the veteran head of 
the Linnel family (and also those of Mr. J. T. Linnel, his second son), 
illustrate the transition to which we have alluded, There are few 
artists of an equally ripe age who retain so much of the power of 
their prime as Mr, J. Linnel shows he does in “ Woodlands” and 
“The Brow of the Hill.” Mannered they undoubtedly are, yet where 
do we get a fuller, richer, more enjoyable impression of nature? The 
same question may be put in to the similar qualities of Mr. J. 
T. Linnel’s very beautiful work, called “ Morning Mist.” How fine the 
contrast of the glowing rays of the rising sun on that foliage, and the 
limpid shadows reflecting the cool azure of the opposite portion of the 
sky! How effective those morning mista, rolling away as the sun 
begins to disperse and burn them up! In Mr, W. Linnel's large and 
noble landscape of hilly woodland, with the last rubeate flush of sun- 
set striking shepherd as he divides his flocks for the night's 
folding, we have less though more power of a positive 
kind, and, at the same time, more of arbitrary effect in the heavy 
colouring. Yet another of the Linnels, Mr, T, G., is represented in a 
landscape of merit called “ The Old Oak.” 

If Mr. G. Chester would, to employ a sporting phrase not unknown 
to the studios, “ go in,’ like the Linnels, for broad effects of sun and 
shade as well as for breadth of representation applied to simpler — 
not less characteristically English aspects, and treat those effects with the 
largeness and solidity, combined with brilliancy, of his fine “ upright” 
landscape in the East Room, few of our painters could compete with 
him py = own ground and in his own style. Slowly but surely this 
artist has been winning his way ; yearly acquiring new freshness and 
power by direct study of such scenes as Constable painted, and by 
means similar in their vivacity and suggestiveness. His “ Thro 
the Wood,” to which we refer—so named from the path, whic 
passing a deep pool embosomed among trees, affords a delightful vista, 
striped and chequered by the shadows of tall beeches and elms—fully 
merits its conspicuous position, in virtue of its unconventional subject 
and very forcible treatment. But the arbitrary principle of repre- 
sentation in art also has dangers on all sides ; conventionality in some 
of its forms very agg l supervening. There are many pictures 
here, which, although highly meritorious, yet betray insincerity in 
their manner, or else the formality of ndolent repetition. One or 
the other of these drawbacks is, we discoverable in Mr, 
Stanfield’s views, the one in Italy the other in any, yet identical 
in character and scale of colour ; in Mr. Hering’s “ Among the Moun- 
tains,” though nicely toned, less tame, and more impressive than usual ; 
in Mr. Gill's “ Fall on the River Clyde "—one of an endless succession 
of falls painted by this artist; in Mr. Henry's very clever “Grand 
Canal, Venice,” remarkable for aerial pe ive, but too obviously 
imitative of Canaletto; in one of Mr. J. Danby’s oft-repeated sunsets ; 
and in Mr, J. Webb's view of “Mount Orgueil, Jersey,” which to us 
has a good deal that reminds us of picture manufacture, Mr, Melby’s 
“ Drifting on the Rocks, near the Land's End,” represents the action 
of the great waves and breakers with more than ordinary truth, the 
painting of the rocks, however, is not free from conventionality. 

As examples of truthful representation—avoiding on the one hand 
the hardness and dryness too often accompanying literal imitation, and 
on the other the license into which the aim at style is apt to ran—and 
at the same time, as specimens of sound workmanship, there are no 
landscapes in the exhibition superior to those of Mr. Vicat Cole—to 
wit, Summer's Golden Crown ” — a lovel ae ripe wheat-fields 
at the southern slopes of the Surrey hills, with the far-stretching 
weald in the distance : the only objection we can make being that the 

ellow wheat is a little metallic; and, still finer, the “ Evening- 

test "—a rustic nook with the calm surface of the mill-s'ream reflect- 
ing the after-sundown glow of the serene sky—a very beautiful work, 
revealing unexpected sentiment in the painter. Very near these in 
merit, and very similar in quality, are two able landscapes by Mr. 
Leader, the one representing the sweet, sad “close of summer ;” the 
trees almost leafless, the shrunken stream gliding slow and sluggishly, 
the gold of the sunset sky dashed with a chilly, greenish tinge ; and 
the other a Welsh lake, with the wooded: hills, as they bask in the full 
sunlight of an autumn afternoon, mirrored on its calm bosom. An- 
other painter of rare truthfulness is Mr. C. E. Johnson, whose pictures 
of river and coast ecenes havea singular charm of grey daylight and at- 
mospheric effect reflected almost illusively in the very admirably painted 
water. There is likewise a genuine charm of fidelity without photo- 

raphic stark literalness in Mr. G, Mawley’s “Autumn ” (97); Mr. C. J. 
Eowis's “ Berkshire Mill ;” Mr. Downard’s “ Eventide ;” Mr. Ascroft’s 
“ Fairlight Glen "—beautifully sunny and charmingly delicate; Mr. 
Field's “Empty Cart”"—a harvest-wain slowly passing through a 
stubble field under mid-day sun : a slight subject, but exquisitely true 
in effect ; Mr, H. Moore's “ Brading Down” (a little slatey and heavy, 
however) ; “A Sedgy Lake,” by Mr. F. Walton ; “ Marston Rocks, near 
South Shields,” by Miss Blunden, specially to be commended for its 
freedom from the “ pre-Raphaelite ” faults of former paintings; Mr, 
Dearle’s “ Mountain Stream ;” and Mr. Thornely’s “ esbourne Glen, 
Hastings.” Mr, Dawson's “ On the Ribble, ton, Lancashire,” is, 
as already intimated, placed too high to be fairly seen. 


Mr. M‘Oullam has a picture of “ Venice” as seen in very early morn- 
ing, which, even at the height where it is placed, seems to present 
some exaggeration of colour in the contrasts of the cold azure 
shadows behind the Dogana, and the dark green water, with the warm, 
bright colours of the feluche and bragozi, with their painted sails, at 
anchor in front, Yet, from general uaintance with similar phe- 


nomena and the known fidelity of the painter, reliance may be placed 
on his representation, Nodoubt it is a recommendation to a 
picture, viewed as a record, that it should inspire such cenfidence— 
that we have to make no allowance for artistic “treatment,” or mental 
modification of what the eye sees. And, after all, visual truth is the 
foundation, if not the finishing embellishment, of art. For this 
quality of trustworthy actuality sought for with resolute determin- 
ation and most minute and patient elaboration the landscapes by Mr, 
Brett have much representative interest, The example here, “ Capri 
in the Evening,” will well repay close examination and study. It 
must, however, be apparent from preceding observations that we are

MbpLLe. ILMA DE MuRSKA has reappeared at Her Majesty's Theatre.

matchless, and its greatest charm lies in its spontaneous character. 
There is nothing studied or conventional in it, Her bravura pass 

are bold and original beyond example, They are the impulses of her 
own genius and feeling, and heighten the expression of every variety 
of emotion and passion. Add to this precious gift the qeams of 
youth and beauty, and the attainments of a thorough musician, and 
all these qualities are united in forming one of the most accomplished 
artists of the day. Moagini maintains his reputation. Taking into 
account his beautiful voice, his finished and expressive style, and his 
talents as a tragic actor, he may be regarded as the finest tenor 
(Mario always excepted) now on the stage. 

Another favourite of the public, the captivating Adelina | has 
just = at the other house, in the most delightful of all her 
parts—Rosina, in the “ Barbiere di Siviglia.”

The New Surrey Theatre, one of the largest and handsomest in 
London, was opened on Whit Monday for a season of English opera, 
under the management of Mdme.

THE great theatrical event of the day is unquestionably the return of 
Mr. and Mrs, Kean, after having in about three years circumnavigated 
the globe in pursuit of fame and fortune, and incurred, as we have been 
informed, no little danger in their voyage. As might have been ex- 
pected, their cm pene: at the Princess’s, on Thursday week, was wel- 
comed by a crowded house, and their performance throughout received 
with immense om. Mr. and Mrs, Kean stand now alone a3 the 
representatives of grand tragedy, and their services are justly balanced 
. | the sincere admirers of the drama, who desire to see the restoration 
of poetic works to the British stage. The tragedy enacted on the 
occasion was Shakspeare’s historical play of “ Henry VIII.” This play, 
designed by the poet himself for a spectacle, was, during Mr. Kean’s 
memorable management of the Princess’s, placed on thi 
and became a favourite with the public. Much of the scenery an 
pageantry are retained for the present reproduction ; and these, with 
the costumes, constitute a very noble representation of the great and 
important argument of the work. But the chief attraction remains, 
the acting of Mr. and Mrs. Kean in the parts of Cardinal Wolsey and 
Queen Katherine, Both these artists are seen at their best in these cha- 
racters. Wolsey isoneof the greatest of Shakspeare’s historical portraits; 
and, as such, is fully appreciated by Mr. Kean, who performs it with ex- 
quisitefinish. The erate of history is carefully regarded in its delineation 
both by poet and player. In the beginning of the action we perceive 
the wily and ambitious Cardinal, “ spider-like, out of his self-drawing 
web,” forcing his way by the power of his own merit, and inteut on 
his personal aggrandisement. He is solicitous to remove all obstruc- 
tions in the way of his preferment, and therefore the Duke of 
Buckingham must sink beneath his ascendant star. But his merits 
are also recognised, his scholarship, his eloquence, his noble bearing, 
and his affability to inferiors. In the great scene of his fall he wins 
upon our sympathies. We cannot but admire the patience which he 
displays when Norfolk, Suffolk, and Surrey taunt him in the hour of 
his reverse. This was Mr. Kean's great scene, and he acted it with a 
wer and completeness which realieed the man to the competent 
intelligence, Nor was Mrs, Kean inferior in her delineation of Queen 
Katherine, which, in all its parts, is remarkably fine. It may be 
remarked that the usual stage business and the arrangement 
of the scenes in which Queen Katherine appears are much 
altered by Mrs, Kean, who, for instance, in the trial scene, 
maintains a kneeling or sitting posture, instead of the ora- 
torical attitude generally assumed; and also acts the scene in 
which she is visited by the two Cardinals, but which is usually omitted. 
Why it should ever have been omitted we cannot conceive ; at any 
ra‘e, it proves to be the most effective of the situations in which the 
injured but high-minded Queen appears. Mrs. Kean’s acting in this 
highly-important interview was as judicious as it was powerful, and 
as remarkable for its discrimination as its passion. The tragedy con- 
cludes with the descent of the angelic vision on the couch of the 
dying Katherine, The fall of the curtain was the signal for vehement 
and universal applause. Mr. and Mrs, Kean duly made their devoirs 
before the curtain, and the former concluded the whole with an

The “stamp-out system ” does not seem to answer in Cheshire, as, 
although 11,761 animals were between Feb. 24 and May 5, 
1139 cases were reported during the week ending on the latterday. In 
Cumberland 5196, healthy or diseased, were slaughtered up to May 10; 
and there seems no chance of this unfortunate county escaping with- 
out a £30,000 loan. The cost of making graves alone, between 
Feb. 20 and May 10, has been £486 14s. 4d. The magistrates have had 
a very stiff discussion over the point whether if, after a case of disease 
occurs on a farm, the herd, which had been in contact, were subse- 
quently separated into five or six lots, and a second case of disease 
occur, the whole stock should be slaughtered, or only those in immediate 
contact with the second diseased animal. It was ultimately decided, 
thanks to the stout and sensible fight made by Mr. James Fawcett, that 
such second case only necessitates the compulsory slanghter of the 
cattle in the same field or building in which such second case occurs. 
So far, the herds of the Brothers Booth have kept clear of the disease ; 
and at Warlaby—round which it has been raging and some hundreds 
of cattle put down—pitch-barrels have been kept burning at all points 
of the farm night and day, and disinfectants used in every shape and 
form in and about the buildings. The Warlaby herd was never in a finer 
or more prolific state ; and at Killerby there are seven calves already 
by Brigade Major, a son of Velasco and Soldier's Nurse. But, really, 
the very names sound strange to us in this sad fallow year of shows. 

The construction of a horse warranty in the subjoined shape was 
recently settled by the Court of Queen’s Bench :—“June 5. Mr. 
Chapman bought of G. Gwyther a bay horse for £90, warranted 
sound, G. Gwyther. Warranted sound for one month, G. Gwyther.” 
At the trial the jury found that the horse was unsound at the date of 
sale, but that the unsoundness was not discovered by the pe till 
July 9; and the Court were of opinion that the intention of the parties 
by the latter words in the warranty was to cut down the generality 
in the former part, and to limit the duration of the warranty to one 
month from the date of contract, within which time complaint must 
be made by the buyer to the seller of the unsoundness, and therefore 
they nonsuited the plaintiff. 

The third Islington horse show commenced on Saturday, with a 
fine entry of upwards of 300, The time of the year militated against

ROYAL INSTITUTION LECTURES, 


Professor Huxley, in his fifth lecture on Ethnology, on 
Thursday the 17th inst., considered several hypotheses which have been 
advanced to explain the facts of ethnology. The problems discussed were :— 
1, Have the present modifications of the human race one origin or many? 
2, Does any one of there modifications approximate to the original one, and 
which? and, 3, Assuming the unity of mankind, how is the great chain of 
physical diversity to be accounted for? 1. He considered the doctrine of 
there having been separate centres of creation to have failed, unless there 
existed come inexplicable diversity which could not be otherwise accounted 
for; and, taking two typical cases—the origin of the population of Easter 
Isiand and Tasmania—he considered at some length the probable solutions of 
the problem, founded upon facts ethnological and geological. 2. In ard to 
the question of the existing representative of the earliest type of the human 
race, he stated that, according to the theory of development, the Australioid 
type would be the most ancient, as approaching the nearest to the lower 
forms of life. 3. After examining the opinion which attributes the varieties 
of the human race to climate, food, and other external physical causes, 
Professor Huxley endeavoured to show in what way the application of Mr. 
Darwin's views regarding variation and natural selection reconciles the 
doctrine of anatomical unity with that of persistence of modification, and 
overcomes difficulties of distribution by taking into account the effects of 
geological changes. 

The Rev. Charles Pritchard, F.R.S., President of the Royal 
Astronomical Society, at the Friday evening meeting, on the 19th inst., gave a 
discourse on the construction of the telescope, which was illustrated by numer- 
ous diagrams and models. He began by stating that the earliest lens which 
he knew of had been seen by him in the remains of a shop at Herculaneum. 
Spectacles were in use in the fourteenth century ; but it does not appear that 
an arrangement of lenses to view distant objects was made till 1608, when Hans 
Lippersley, of Middlesburg, made a telescope, in the form of a long thin tube, 
which magnified three times, In 1610, the invention was ardently taken up by 
Galileo, who rapidly made immense improvements, by means of which he dis- 
covered the satellites of Jupiter, the solar and lunar spots, &c., and, in conse- 
quence of his deductions therefrom, was persecuted by the Roman Inquisition, 
Further improvements and consequent discoveries (such as Saturn’s ring and 
the nebula in Orion) were made by Huyghens and others, and, at last, 
Dollond, about 1758, made an immense advance by finding out methods of 
getting rid of colour and spherical aberrations in the lenses. By meang of 
Professor Tyndall's electric lamp, Mr. Pritchard was enabled to exhibit these 
phenomena and the way in which they are obviated. In conclusion, refer- 
ring to a fine modern telescope before him, he commented on the immense 
amount of genius, intellect, mechanical skill, aud perseverance which had 
been expended in bringing the instrument to its present high state of per- 
fection. Sir Henry Holland, the president, was in the chair. 


Professor Huxley, in his sixth lecture, entered upon 
Descriptive Ethnology, being an account of the distinctive characters of the 
various stocks of mankind. Referring to a very large map, he pointed out the 
boundaries and characteristics of the Indo-Pacific area, which he divided into 
the Australian, Negrito, Amphinesian, and Riveraine districta. Commencing 
with the great Island of Australia, he commented on its physical features, its 
long, rolling range of open, orchard-like country, the absence of great 
mountain ranges and navigable rivers, and the general equality of the climate. 
He next referred to its flora and fauna, particularly noticing the absence of 
human food, such as the cocoanut, yam, bread-fruit, rice, &c. ; and also of all 
the mammalia except the dog and the indigenous kangaroo. He then pro- 
ceeded to the description of the natives, a remarkably pure and unmixed race, 
with chocolate-brown skins, fine, long, wavy hair, an erect figure, and the 
skull always long, but sometimes high and sometimes depressed. They have 
a poor language, but an extreme variety of dialects. They do not cultivate 
the ground, and have no textile fabrics, pottery, or metals, and hardly any 
clothing. Their tools are of a most radimentary character, comprising merely 
the means of obtaining fire, sticks for digging, flint hatcheta, and wooden 
chisels ; but they make g20d baskets and neta. Their most superior hats are 
branches of trees fastened together and plastered with mad, and their canoes 
are merely sheets of the bark of the gum-tree fashioned in a most elementary 
manner. They are very expert in spearing fish. 


Professor Ansted gave his third lecture on the Application of 
Physical Geography and Geology to the Fine Arts on Tuesday last. He 
began with a brief description of the rocks of which the earth's crust is 
formed, and commented on the action of water in stratification ; on the effects 
of the chemical, electrical, and magnetical forces in upheaving and depressing 
the rocks, forming cliffs, ranges of hills, mountain chains, &c.; and on the 
effects of denndation and weathering upon these elevations—all which are 
#0 manifest and characteristic in landscape seenery. In this lecture Professor 
Anstel more especially dilated on the nature and varieties of limestone, a 
very important rock, and one affecting very large districts, and especially 
characteristic of plateanx, or elevated plains, interrupted by vertical cliffs. 
Striking examples of these occurring in various parts of the world, and 
cially in our country, were alluded to during the lecture, which was also 
illustrated by a series of coloured drawings by E. W. Cooke, Holland, and 
other eminent artists.

For, turning to Fraser's Magazine of 1836, who would now date 
his letter “ Ad 1am. noctis vigiliam,” and state that he turned 
Horace into English and Tom Moore into Greek for the “ benefit of 
his parishioners,” who would devote all his litefary energy to cele- 
brating poteen, falernian, heavy port, and Irish whisky, or conclude 
an article by printing “The last rose of summer” between a Greek 
and a Latin version, and comically insinuating that Moore had stolen 
his original both from Horace and Anacreon. Yes, such a tour de force 
which Father Prout called “ Moore’s Roguery,” and managed very 
cleverly, no doubt, our present writers would find hard to do; but if 
they did it would certainly see no fun in it, any more than they 
would find grace in the polyglott, rantipole, head-over-heels style of 
writing, interspersed with the liveliest spirits, and chips and shavings 
of at least six lapguages. Peace be to the ashes of Father Prout ! 
The young men coming up will not understand him; but he will lie 

fully with Dr. Maginn, Captain Shandon, and not far from his 
riend and admirer Thackeray, whose life, if report be true, he once 
attempted—on paper.

SIR BROOK KAY, BART. s 

aron { East Sheen, in the county of Surrey, who 
oe Beh Rey, ORNS ite at his residence, Belvedere, Kent, on the 
16th inst., was the second son of William Kay, 
Eeq., of Montreal, by his wife, Anne, daughter 
of Richard Webber, Esq., of Plymouth, and niece 
of Sir Brook Watson, the first Baronet. He was 
born July 10, 1780, and was, in his earlier life, 
in the naval service of the Bast India Company. 
He succeeded his brother, Sir William Kay, as 
third Baronet, May 16,1850. He married, first, 
in 1818, Margaret, eldest daughter of J. Barclay, 
M.D., of Conduit-street, Bond-street; and by 
her (who died in 1829) had a son, his successor. 
He married, secondly, Jan. 8, 1836, Anne, daugh- 
ter of William Howes, Eeq., of Winson, near 
Cirencester, and by her leaves three sons and 
two daughters. He is succeeded by his eldest 
son, now Sir Brook Kay, the fourth Baronet, late 
a Brigade-Major in the East India Company’s ser- 
vice, who was born in 1820, and married, June 
29, 1853, Eliza, eldest daughter of John Percival 
Willmott, Esq., of Westbu The first Baronet 
of this family was Sir Brook Watson, so created 
Dec. 5, 1803. He had in early life adopted the naval profession, but was 
obliged to abandon it in conseq of accidentall: losing his right leg, by 
the bite of a shark, while bathing at the Havannah, in 1749. He settled in 
London, as a merchant, in 1759. e, in 1784, was elected M.P. for the city of 
London, and was chosen its Lord Mayor in 1796. In 1798 he received a com- 
mission as Commissary-General of England, and was created a Baronet in 1803, 
with remainder, in default of male issue, to his grandnephews, successively, 
William and Brook Kay, the sons of his niece, Anne Webber, by her husband, 
William Kay, Esq., of Montreal. Sir Brook died Oct. 2, 1807, when the title 
devolved, according to the limitation in the patent, upon Sir William Kay, at 
whose decease, unmarried, May 16, 1850, the titled passed to Sir Brook Kay, the 
Baronet just dead. 








SIR J. MAXWELL TYLDEN. 

Sir John Maxwell Tylden, Knight, J.P., and D.L., formerly Lieutenant- 
Colonel of the 52nd Foot, who died on the 18th inst., at his seat, the Manor 
House, Milsted, near Sittingbourne, Kent, was the representative of the very 
ancient Kentish family of Tylden. He was the eldest son of Richard Tylden 
Eeq., of Milsted Manor House, Kent, by his wife, Jane, daughter of the Rev. 
Samuel Auchmuty, D.D., Rector of New York, and sister of Lieutenant- 
General Sir Samuel Auchmuty, G.C.B. He was born Sept. 25, 1787; and, 
having adopted the military profession, served for twenty years. He was in 
the British army in South America at the capture of Monte Video and Buenos 
Ayres, in the Peninsular War, in India, at the capture of Java, and alse at 
New Orleans. He was knighted in i812, as proxy for his uncle, Sir Samuel 
Auchmuty, G.%.B., at the installation of the Knights of the Bath in that year. 
Sir John, who succeeded his father at Milsted in 1832, married, first, June, 
1829, Elizabeth, only daughter of the Rev. Henry Lomax Walsh, LL.D., of 
Grimblesthorpe Hall, Lincolnshire ; and, secon¢ly, in 1842, Charlotte, third 
daughter of Sir Robert Synge, first Baronet, of Lister Court, in the county of 
Cork, which lady died March 8, 1858, 








BARON VON STIEGLITZ. 

Baron von Stieglitz, who died on the 14th inst., at his seat, The Glen, in 
the county of Armagh, near Newry, was descended from an ancient and dis- 
tinguished family in Saxony, of which Baron, now Count, Gablenz, Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the Austrian forces, is also a member. Baron von 
Stieglitz’s father, having become connected by marriage with the old family 
of Atkinson, of Crow Hill, in the county of Armagh, settled in Ireland, and 
the Baron just deceased was born there. He proceeded in early life to 
Tasmania, and became possessed of considerable properties in that colony ; he 
alao served as a member of its Legislative Council during Sir Wm. Denivzon’s 
government. He married, in 1559, Miss Blacker, of Carrickblacker, in the 
county of Armagh, and has since resided there, much liked and respected by 
all classes. Baron von Stieglitz was a magistrate for the counties of Down and 
Armagh. His funeral took place on the 18th inst., at the family burial-place 
at Derryloran, near Cookstown, in the county of Tyrone. The family of von 
Stieglitz was originally ennobled by Rudolph II., in 1583 ; its last patent was 
conferred by the Emperor Joseph I1., and dates from 1765. 








THE REV. FRANCIS MAHONY. 

The Rev. Francis Mahony, a gifted writer and an accomplished scholar, 
known familiarly as “ Father Prout,” was the scion of an ancient and highly 
honourable family in the south of Ireland. He descended from a junior 
branch of the still existing Mahonys of Dromore Castle, in the county of 
Kerry, a gallant Cavalier race, who suffered fine and confiscation for their 
allegiance to the Stuarts: one of them fell on King James's side at Aughrim, 
and another, knighted by that menarch at St. Germains, was among the 
heroes of Cremona, The Mahonys have since been much distinguished in the 
service of France, Austria, and other foreign countries; and the love of the 
Continent was a strong characteristic of their kinsman, the Rev. Francis 
Mahony, the enbject of this notice, who died at Paris, on the 19th inst. He 
was born in the county of Cork, in 1895, and he was educated abroad at a 
Jesuit College, and at Rome, and became a Roman Catholic priest. Litera- 
ture, however, had predominant attractions for him, and, more than thirty 
years ago, he formed his connection with /Fraser’s Magazine, which he 
much enlivened with his pecnliar vein of wit and poetry. The 
Prout papers, since, as “The Relics of Father Prout,” a standard 
volume, and the amusing “ Rogueries of Tommy Moore,” first ap- 
peared there. In these papers his translations of Irish national songs 
and of the songs of Tom Moore in particular, into Greek, Latin, and French, 
were quite wonderful. His coadjutors and associates at the time were the 
late Dr. Maginn and the late Serjeant Murphy. They were all three from 
Cork, and all three men whoee genius, so brilliant and so full of promise at ite 
dawn, might have achieved far greater things, but that their too variable 
fancies and too convivial spirits could not brook the application and perse- 
verance that bring solid success. Francis Mahony was not only a translator, 
but an original poet ; now and then his verse would show the power that was 
in him; as an instance may be cited his exquisite lyric of “ The Bells of 
Shandon,” which alone should preserve ite author's memory. Latterly, 
Mahony wrote much and ably for the press. He was the agreeable Paris cor- 
respondent of the Globe newspaper for many years ; and as such he lived, and 
has now died, in the French capital, Nor does he depart unlamented. 
Though he was of a sarcastic and critical temperament, he was a kind and 
worthy man, thoroughly honourable and independent, and he leaves a host of 
friends to regret him. He might have done more for his fame; but, as it is, 
oblivion can hardly fall on the vivacious and classic relics of Father Prout. 


WILLS AND BEQUESTS. 


The will, with three codicils, of John Gibson, R.A,, sculptor, 
late of 144, Via del Babuino, in the city of Rome, formerly of Liverpool, was 
proved in London, on the 3rd inst., under £40,000 personalty in England. The 
appointment of exeoutors runs thus :—Sir Charlies Lock Eastlake, Philip 
Hardwick, and William Boxall, as my general executors; and Messrs. Penry 
Williams, painter, and Benjamin Spence, sculptor, both of Rome, as executors 
of my effects in Rome. The will is dated May 25, 1855, and the first codicil 
March 22, 1865 ; these are translated from the Italian language. The second 
and third codicils are in English, and are both dated Jan. 10, 1866, being a 
few days before his death, which event took place at Rome on Jan. 27, and at 
the age of seventy-five. To these documents he has attached his mark ; they 
are in the handwriting of Joseph Severn, H. B. M. Consul at Rome, and 
contain a few private legacies.

NORTH YORKSHIRE AND DURHAM CHESS ASSOCIATION.—The arrange- 
ments for the great meeting of the Chess Association at Redcar—which pro- 
mises to be the most important chess event of the year—are proceeding, we 
hear, to the perfect satisfaction of its promoters. ithe Central Hall, a very 
handsome edifice, has been secured for the week during which the play will 
last ; and the residents at and near Redcar have determined to spare no pains 
to render the sojourn at their delightful little watering-place a really enjoy- 
able one to the expected visitors. Already many of the best English players 
have signified their intention to enter the lists in competition for the prizes 
offered. It is reported, moreover, that the famous German master, Anderssen, 
and his gallant opponent, Steinitz, have promised to attend, and, should they 
do ao, there is every prospect of a grand consultation match being got up on 
the ocoasion, Messrs. Anderssen and Steinits playing together against two of 
the strongest British players. We have already called attention to the pro- 
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Arehxologny of the Month. 
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THE once-famed Angel Inn, at Oxford, has been finally closed, and is 
to be forthwith taken down, Some years since it lost its noble coffee- 
room, which was the dining-room of Queen Adelaide when her 
Majesty visited Oxford. This portion of the premises is of date later 
than the original inn, which was in existence two centuries since, when 
it was the earliest coffee-house established in Oxford. In 1650, Wood 
tells us, it was opened by one Jacob, a Jew, “at the Angel, in the 
parish of St. Peter in the East; and there it was by some who 
delighted in noveltie, drank.” Indeed, the Angel would appear to 
have been the jirst coffee-house opened in England. Edwards, the 
Turkey merchant, brought from Smyrna one Pasqua Rosee, a Ragusan 
youth, who used to prepare this drink for his master every morning ; 
and subsequently, in 1552, opened the first coffee-house in London, in 
St. Michael’s-alley, Cornhill, the sign being Pasqua Rosee’s own head. 
Thus far Oldys, who, however, states, incorrectly, that “the use of 
coffee in England was first known in 1657; we read of “ Turks in 
their coffee-houses,” in Burton’s “ Anatomy of Melancholy,” 1621, 
What is to be done with Burlington House? The London University 
is to be placed on the north side of Burlington House Gardens, and 
the Royal Academy, it is said, proposes “to take possession of the 
ground covered by the screen, the curved colonnades, and the inter- 
mediate courtyard, there to build its galleries, and either demolish 
Burlington House proper (having destroyed the courtyard, which is 
art of the qpeeen) or else degrade it into back premises” (See 
r. Beresford Hope’s admirable letter to the Times, May 17). We 
trust this foreboding will not be realised, and that we shall not lose 
this elegant Palladian mansion. To do so for the sake of accom- 
modating an “ Academy of Arts” would be indeed a non sequitur. 
The hall of the Stationers’ Company is undergoing a thorough 
repair and redecoration, of the details of which we may speak here- 
after. The Court Room has already been renovated; and the first 
entertainment since the repair was given in this handsome dining- 
room on the Ist of May. In the recessed upper portion is placed 
West's large picture of “ Alfred and the Pilgrim,” which, by aid of a 
sun-light in the ceiling, has a very pleasing effect. The company, 
we are glad to see, take special care of their ancestors ; the portraits 
of the literary worthies are in fine condition. 
At Rye, in Sussex, recently, in excavating for a drain, the workmen 
came upon the deck of a vessel made of English oak, of larger con- 
struction than vessels now built in the port. This is thought to con- 




















firm the tradition that the town was at one period —— surrounded 
by the sea. Most of its ancient records were destroyed when the place 
was laid desolate by French, in the reign of Henry VI. The Rother, 
it will be recollected, flows into Rye Harbour; and, in 1823, an ancient 
veesel was discovered at a short distance from the same river, at 
Malham, at the west corner of the Isle of Oxney, and about two miles 
from Rolvenden and Newenden, the site of the Roman city of 
Anderida. This latter vessel was brought to London, and exhibited 
to the sight-loving public. 

The ruins of two ancient cities have recently been discovered at 
Tobasco, in Mexico, They have been unknown since its conquest. “ The 
first,” says the American Consul, “ from its topography and situation, 
he is led to believe, was the city occupied by Cortez at the time of his 
invasion of Tobasco; the other was situated in the north-eastern 
district of the State, nearly opposite the present 7 of Lagunade Los 
Terminus, and was known before the conquest of Mexico as Xirolenea, 
and traditions connected with it trace its origin to a period at least 
200 years before the Christian era.” 

The authenticity of the fifth volume of the “Paston Letters” has 
been established by the committee appointed by the Society of 
Antiquaries to collate the printed work with the original manuscripts, 
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neare the Conduit, in Fleet-street, 1624.” While in the hands of a 
former possessor who had a fancy for collecting the woodcut devices 
of printers, the printer's device was cut out from the title and placed 
in a volume devoted to such collections ; but after the lapse of more 
than a century the identical piece was found, and has been recently 
replaced, The volume is one of excessive rarity. It was sold for £54. 

The Rev. Mr. Greenwell has made a third visit to Castle Howard, 
and examined a tumulus of a very peculiar character, situate near the 
Carmire-gate of the demesne, close by the village of Welburn. 

The houe is 62 ft. in diameter and 8 ft. in altitude, and two days were spent 
in cutting a drift 15 ft. wide from the south side beyond the centre. The 
tumulus was quite unlike any yet opened. For four feet from the top it was 
formed of soil, below that of layers of hard impacted clay and charcoal. 
Upon these were evidences of much burning, but the usual deposit of calcined 
bones and the cinerary urn were not found The materials of the hone 
abound with flints, both from the East Riding Wolds and the south of 
England. Many of these were wrought into implements, but a large majority 
were flakes and chippings. Of perhaps forty flinte (native and foreign), seven 
were wrought into thumb-flints and one into a knife. Four fragments of 
British pottery were also found, but without reference to a special inter- 
ment. The second day's work discovered a secondary British burial near the 
centre, only some 2 ft. 6in. deep: this, unfortunately, had been destroyed in 
rabbit-digging. The urn has been a very fine one, the fragments found 
showing triangular and horizontal arrangements of lines formed in the clay 
by impressions of thong (twisted) both inside and outside of the lip. The 
bowl has been ornamented by circles formed by impressions made by the tube 
of a reed or other hollow object. At the centre, upon the plane, an excava- 
tion of 18 in. depth into the natural ground was found filled with hard and 
partly-burnt clay, charcoal, and coal. Over this was an inverted crateriform 
chamber in the hard clay, filled with balls or masses of conglomerated clay, 
charcoal, and burnt bone, the masses having a somewhat adipose nature. 
This was believed to be the primary burial, but the incineration had been so 
complete that only the slightest trace of bone could be found. The smallest 
trace of an urn was met with, but from the burning a flint knife was taken. 
One of the masses retained the form of a human skull, as of a casting 
from which the bone had quite decayed. Five thumb-flints, several burnt 
flinte, flakes, &c., were also found. 


The records of the month are rich in Roman finds, Professor 
Buchanan has described to the Archmological Institute the Roman 
remains recently discovered in the Isle of Portland, where, until ver 
lately, it was imagined that no evidence of Roman occupation existed. 
During the fortification works now in progress has been revealed a 
Roman burial-ground, many of the graves containing pottery, fibulz. 
rings, and other Roman relics, as a bronze spearhead and stirrup, a 
bronze enamelled fibula, a gold coin of early British date, and two 
first brass coins—one of Antoninus, the other of Hadrianus ; besides 
a curious iron instrument of unknown use. Several Roman coins 
have been dug up westward of the hill known as Cwsar’s Camp upon 
the heath, which is a continuation of Bagshot-heath, through which 
runs the Roman road from Silchester to Staines. The finder was 
Mr. J. H. Dowsett, of the Surrey and Harts News, in which it is 
stated :— 


The majority of the coins consist of sestertii of the Emperors Diocletian and 
Constantius, in excellent preservation, and mostly ranging from the middle 
to the latter end of the third century of the Christian era. This circumstance 
is worthy of remark, as the coins were found in close proximity to each other : 
and the fact that they belong to different reigns seems te afford some ground 
for the conclusion that a Roman station really existed in this locality, a: 
affirmed by Horseley, Stukeley, and other antiquaries. Farnham is supposed, 
with a great degree of reason, to be the site of the ancient Vindomum ; and 
the tradition that Julius Caesar encamped his !egions on the hill bearing his 
name is well known. It is singular, too, that the coins were found near the 
spot on whieh, in 1828, a hundred others of the Merovingian period were dis 
covered by the late Mr. C. EB. Lefroy, of Ewshot, and which ranged from about 

the fourth to the seventh century. [We may add that Guildford is maintained 
| by some antiquaries to occupy the site of the ever-disputed station, the No 
| omagus of the Regni ; others that it was the Ardaoncon of the Romans.

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THE BOMBARDMENT OF VALPARAISO. 


Tue following account of the bombardment of Valparaiso by the 
Spanish squadron under Admiral Mendez Nunez, on March 31, is 
extracted from a private letter addressed to his own family by Mr. C. 
Penny, R.N., of the Leander, one of the ships of the British squadron 
commanded by Admiral Denman which was present on that occasion ; 
and the plan of the harbour, with the positions of the Spanish, British,

“On Saturday, March 31, at about nine o'clock a.m., the Spanish 
fleet, with the Numancia (flag) leading, got under way and stood
